He de-
clared that the central banks of
England, France and Germany
the Bank of England, the Bank of
France and the Reichs bank hold
all the resources of all'the banks in
their respective countries.

The speaker pointed out that
there is no legal requirement mak-
ing it necessary for foreign banks
to keep in their vaults so large a
percentage of their deposits as is
necessary in the United States. He
said the subordinate banks regardthe money in the central institution
as being just as available for their
reserve purposes as if it was in
their own vaults. Aldrich added
that foreign banks don't hold as
